BOUNDARIES OF THE WARDS 

WARD NUMBER I:—The Boundary of this ward 
starts from the right wing wall of the culvert on Sandghat 
Road near the junction of Gora Bazar Main Road and 
Sandghat Road and running towards North-Eastemly direction 
along the right edge of the Sandghat Road upto end of the 
Road on Western Boundary of Survey Number 141. From 
this point the Boundary of this ward runs North direction upto 
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the centre of the KanhanRivex. From this point the Boundary 
of the ward turns South-Eastemly direction upto 800 metres 
and thereafter turning towards South-Westernly direction 
ending at the centre of Western Boundary of GLR Survey 
Number 196.

the right edge of the National Highway upto the North-West 
comer of Survey Number 305 and again crossing the National 
Highway and passing along the right edge of the Yarkheda 
road to meet the South-east corner of Survey Number 308. 
From this point, the boundary of this ward runs on Southern 
edge along the Yarkheda road and cross it again the National 
Highway near Survey Number 337 (Pipri Naka) and again 
running along the right edge of the National Highway to 
meet it at the Centre of Khanhan River bridge. The boundary 
then turn right and running along the centre line of the river 
to meet it at the Cantonment Boundary Pillar Number 22. 
The boundary line then turn right and running along the 
Northern boundary of Bagdura Nallah passing through the 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar Numbers 21, 20,19, 18, 17, 
16,15,14,13,12,11 and 10 to meet the same at the starting 
point near Survey Number 302 at the Culvert on National 
Highway near Cavalry Bazar.
